SOME HELPFUL HINTS ON

A good dry type of bread crumb 
dressing is made as follows: Cook 1% 
cups chopped celery, 4 cup chopped 
barley, one small onion c rats a} in 
%4 cup of butter or other flav- 
ored fat for five minutes, then add 
8 cups medium dry crumbs made 
from bread 2 to 3 days old. Ada salt 
savory and other seasoning. Sprinkle 
the inside of the turkey light'y with 
salt and fiil it with the dressing, but 
don't ck it. A good way to esti- 
mate how much breed will be re- 
quired is to allow 1 cup for a 
pound less two of the turkey as it 
was ht. This means that for a 
14-pound turkey i2 cups of bread 
crumbs should be used with the sea- 
sonings increased to about 3 cups 
and 1% times as much fat. or about 
1% cups of fat. 

Ordinarily a 1 pound loaf of bread 
will make about 4 cups of mediuitn- 
dry bread crumbs, Crusts in dress- 
ing should not be used because ew A

part -~’ getting turkey 
ready for the table is the roasting. 
Briefly, the recommendations for a 
plump young turkey, are: Use an 
ordinary dripping pan with a rack 
in the bottom. and do not cover the 
pan. In a roaster like this any steam 
that forms can go off into the air 
instead of staying inside to draw 
juices from the turkey. 

Turn a small or medium-sized 
turkey about every half hour, baste 
with pan drippings or butter, or 
other fat every time it is turned. A 
very large turkey should be basted 
about every hour because it is best 
cooked at a lower temperature. 

The temperature of oven should 
be kept moderate all the time the 
turkey is roasting, that is around 300 
deg. Fah. For small turkeys it may 
be 350 degrees—for very large tur- 
«keys it will need to be even as low 
as 275 degrees. Allow 20 minutes to 
each pound of turkey.

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Conscription 
Of Wealth 


By L. V. MACKLIN 


It is of little value to discuss how 
wvtitit Might be conscripted, unl 
or unthi a majority ere in favor o 
such comscription. But in view of 
the fact that life is being offered to 
the state in more than sufficjert 
quantity, it becomes obvious ta many 
that property should be offered rea- 
dily and if not, should be taken, not 
borrowed. 


If the property or materials, to 
back up the war efforts of those who 
volunteer their lives, are to be bor- 
rowed Suring the war, then the bur- 
den of interest payments full after 
the war, often on the very ones who 
fought the war. In other words, by 
the borrowing method, it is gener- 
aluy the same class of e who do 
both the fighting ool’? paying; 
while .a few who neither fight por 
pay, come out of the war as miliion- 
aires. 

I besieve it was twenty-one thous- 
and new millionaires that the last 
war made in the U.S.A. it made a 
great number also in Canada. 

It is freely conceded that modern 
war involves tremendous and in- 
evitable loss, even to the victors. 
Loss of life and loss of property. 

When those who go to the front 
take a chance on losing their life en- 
tirely, it is reasonable to expect that 
those at home would be willing to 
lose at least a part of their lifo as 
reprosented in their property. 

That men ut home should make no 
sacrifice, but rather get the whole 
nation in pawn to them during the 
steuggle for her very &xistence, looks 
like a national crime of the first 
magnitude. 

It is no use 


to kid ourselves. 
Wealth can only 


come from those 
who have it. Ali will agree that war 
loss should be shared. Some risking 
their lives and othes giving their 
wealth. Individuals or corporations 
may borrow. But for a nation to 
borrow from her own people in time 
os war is to act on the false assump- 
tion that we will, as a nation, + 
richer and more able to pay after the 
war than now. 

Anyone can see the absurdity of 
that belief, when every day of wais 
continuation wastes our resources by 
that much. 

So let us take it for granted that 
a majority believe in the conscrip- 
tion of wealth for the necessities of 
war, Now then, how is this to be 
done? Has anyone who favors the 
conscription of wealth” told us just 


how it is to be done? No one that I[ 
know of, 

The general idea that wealth 
should be no more sacred or un- 


touchable than life is probably gen- 
erally agreed. But until some plan 
or metnod of procedure in the con- 
scription of wealth is formulated, 
the old process of war profiteering 
will continue to go on, And war 
profiteers would continue to let the 
boys go out to fight the armored 
tanks of the enemy with their bare 
hands before they would take con- 
tracts to furnish war material at a 
measly five py cent profit. 

You will find in one later issues of 
MecLean’s Magazine a report of the 
Canadian government running some- 
thing like this, “that they were un- 
able to place » sing!s contract under 
the 5% profit limitation.” 

Behold the patriotism of the profi- 
teers! The “old contemptibles” of 
England poorly equipped during the 
first weeks of the war in 1914, taced 
an enemy that was fitted out in 
shining armor. The armament man- 
utacturers of England held up pro- 
duction to squeeze more profits out 
of a nation fighting for its life. 

The government of England then 
started the government production 
o£ war materials. They not only 
assured the nation of a certain sup- 
ply, but by experience, found out 
what munitions could be produced 
for and what should be paid c the 
profiteers. 

Oh! but some will say, that is so- 
cialism. Some have drunk in a 
mental prejudice against “govern- 
ment interference or participation in 
business” during their whole life- 
time of existence in a world dedi- 
cated to “prefit.” 

Reason can never cast out preju- 
dice except by the effort of the in- 
dividual involved. Prejudice is not 
incurrable like leprosy or cancer.

Adopted by Emmaus Lutheran 
Church, Sexsmith, Alta., Nov. 26th, 
1939. 

While we deplore the fact that we

Reducing the Cost 
of Winter Feeding 


Winterit., live stock in Alberta is 
becoming an established business on 
many farms. In the summer feed 
crops in addition to the cereal crops 
are grown and plans are carefully 
made for the long season of feeding 
during the winter. 


Attention is also given to the many 
details such as housing, the water 
supply, exercising pens and shelters 
for outside feeding and self feeders, 
all of which require thoughtful plan- 
ning at least a year in advance. m 
time to time new Iabor saving de- 
vices may be required to reduce the 
cost of putting a pound of gain on 
cattle, swine, sheep or horses. This 
is equally true where animals are 
being raised or where they are being 
fattened for marketing. 

Winter feeding changes many fac- 
tors in the feeding business. Variety 
in feed becomes increasingly ciffi- 
cult to secure, and minerals cannot 
be obtained unless they are included 
in the ration. On summer pasture 
animals usually have a choice of two 
or more feeds, such as legumes, wild 
grasses or tame grasses. When such 
variety is present the animal usually 
eats a maximum. Therefore, during 
the winter the roughage that is fed 
can be made rsuch more palatable by 
including alfaifa, sweet clover and 
roots from time to time. Such feeds 
not only provide variety, but they 
are beneficial from the health stand- 
point and they have a tonic and self- 
lubricating effect. 


Water is absolutely necessary at 
all times and can be made doubly 
attractive by removing the chill. A 
uniform temperature can be main- 
tained in the frough or tank if it is 
properly insulated. Shavings packed 
between the metal trough and the 
outside boards is a cheap and effec- 
tive way, or straw may be used. 
Where there is a heater in the tank 
the water remains warm much 
longer, and it is surprising the extra 
emount of water animals will drink | 
when it is warm and in front of | 
them. 

Where young pigs are fed, the use 
of quite warm water mixed with the 
chop means that more feed will be 
consumed and there will be less 
work cleaning out frozen troughs 
and thawing out frozon feed, not to 
mention the more efficient gains the 
animals will make.

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1ODINE DEFICIENCY IN FARM 
ANIMALS PRODUCES SOME 
VERY ABNORMAL EFFECTS 


It is common knowledge that the 
lack of iodine in the rations of farm 
animals produces abnormal and un- 
desirable effects. “Big neck” in the 
young calves, weakness in foals, and 
hairlessness in newly Lor pigs and 
weakness or “Big Neck” in lambs are 
manifestations of iodine deficiency. 

According to Dr. P. R. Talbot, the 
Provincial Veterinarian, there are 
certzin areas or even = individual 
farms in the province which seem to 
be especially lacking in iedine In 
such cases, it is necessary for live- 
stock produceis to include some sub- 
stance containing iodine in the ra- 
tions. Failure to do so is likely to 
result in some of the foregoing con- 
ditions caused by iodine deficiency. 

In districts where symptoms of 
iodine deficiency occur, it is parti- 
cularly important to treat pregnant 
animals. Several efficient and inex- 
pensive methods of treating livestock 
have been used and the following 
are recommended: 

In the case of sows, dissolve two 
ounces of potassium iodide in one 
gallon of water and give one table- 
spoonful of the solution in the feed 
fo each sow once a day during the 
“estation period. 

Mares should receive one-half tea- 
spoonfu: of potassium iodide in ‘he 
feed every wo weeks duriig the 
gestation period. 

For cattle and sheep, the best me- 
thod is to dissolve two ounces of 
potassium iodide in a minimum 
quantity of water and sprinkle the 
solution over 100 pounds of coarse 
salt. Leave the salt in the yard 
where the cows and ewes may have 
access to it at all times. 

Under some conditions iodized salt 
does not contain sufficient iodine, 
and in such cases, the above methods 
are suggested. 


TUBERCULOSIS CONTROL 


According to Dr. G. J. Wherrett, 
secretary of the Canadian Tubercu- 
losis Association, tuberculosis con- 
trol is a relative term since the death 


The average death-rate in Ontario 
Western provinces is ap- 
cne hundred 
thousand of population. in Quebec 
and the Maritime rovinces the 
death-rate is more than twice as 
high. In the latter areas it is as 

as that of Ontario and the West 20 
years ago. 

The basis of any tuberculosis cam- 
paign is early diagnosis. It is pos- 
sible to discover 3 new vases of tub- 
erculosis for every tuberculosis death 
in a municipality or community. It 
is equally important to have suffi- 
cient sanatorium or hospital beds for 
the treatment of cases. Two thous- 
and more beds are needed to bring 
Quebec and the maritimes up to the 
standard of Ontario and Western 
Canada. More attention should be 
paid to the necessary after-care of 
patients who still require careful, 
skilled supervision if their cure is to 
be complete.

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CA.\NADA’S FLYING NURSES 


Only registered nurses are accept- 
ed as stewardesses on the Trans- 
Canada Air lines. This does not 
mean that the T.C.A, considers fly- 
ing hazardous, Robert Ayre explains 
in an interesting article in 
Canadian Nurse.” It is simply a re- 


wicening experience there are still 
travellers who think it is. 

“One reason the stewardess is a 
nurse” says this official of the T.C.A. 
“is because nurses inspire confidence 
and as practical ond poised women, 
cheerful and tactful, bso are expe- 
rienced in the art of helping people 
to forget their nervousness and of 
making them feel at ease. 

“The T.C.A. Stewardess must be a 
girl of good education and she mst 
have a pleasing and courteous man- 
ner. These things naturally follow 
when she is a nurse. It follows, too, 
that she will be in excellent physical 
condition, The T.C.A. is strict about 
this and the stewardesses report for 
medical examinatio.. every three 
months. The regulations say that a 
girl must not wear glasses and they 


She may 
Weigh as little as ninety-five but no 
more than 145 pounds. She must 
net be below five feet tall nor above 
five feet five inches. She must not 
be under 21 nor over 26 years cf age. 
Married women are not acceptable 
as T.C.A. Stewardesses even if their 
iiusbands are dead or divorced. Only 
Canadians are engaged.” 
Incidentally, the word “hostess” is 
never used on the Trans-Canada Air 
lines, “Stewardess” seeming more 
apt in identifying the functions of 
the young lady whose task is to 
serve the public.
